The ubject of this expedition la to search for 
a saisairg parly of 27 efficeTi and men who left 
the United States ihip Cyane, in Fori Kseoces, 
Caledonia Bay, Atlantic, an the 19th January 
last, wilh the intentional exploring the isthmus 
in a enuth-wcsteily direction to Darien Har- 
bour, They have not since been heard of, bus 
are nil to have been traced to the left hank of 
the Cbiiquinaqiia by Indian*, who carried the 
intelligence to Port Kscocei. It U presumed 
that, mistaking this river for the Savon a, the y 
are now wandering on its banks in a state or 
narration, as it is known they only took eight 
days' provisions with them; nr that they have 
bran destroyed by the same hostile Indiana who 
waylaid and murdered our own men, The former 
supposition ia borne out with aome degree of 
probability by the fact that the course nf the 
latter river ia only So miles from the former, 
where it ia a considerable stream ; end near 
which, coming (torn the Atlantic, it is likely they 
would strike it; and thit the Chtiqt lanatiua, 
after a veiy winding course alone; the 
centre of the Isthmus, it is said or 
above ljii miles, terminates in the 
Tuyra, which nmpliei ittelT into Darien 
harbour, within a mile of the mouth of the *e- 
Tana. As remarked on the 7 Lb January, in the 
description of this river, it opens into Darien 
harbour after nearly a straight course of between 
25 and 30 mile*. The laiter supposition is not 
probable, aa the parly was well iTtned, and not 
Likely, from what is known of Indian character, 
to have been faced by treble their number ef 
imperfectly armed lavages. The American ut- 
pttmnjj party had for ils object the elimination 
of the isthmus:, and reporting to government as 
to the possibility of rutting a ship canal from sea 
to tea. The searching expedition returned at 1 
».m. of the SOrh March, after the ahsence of a 
fortnight. The following is an account of our 
proceedings, taken from a daily journal kept by 
me : — 

"We left the ship at anchor in Darien har- 
bour, and. embarking in one of the paddla-boi 
boats, we took advantage of the flood tide and 
ascended tbe river Tuyra, a distance of about 20 
niles, anchoring when the ebb commenced at H 
a.m. By noon the tide turned, and again getiin^ 
under weigh we arrived at the village of Yavim 
•t 9 p.m. This place is forty-five 
miles from Darien harbour, aril in 
spoken of as the capital of the Isthmus of 
Darien. It la simply a collection of bamboo 
houses or lmtn, covered with palm leaves, irre- 
gularly arranged, or rather sLtewed about a level 
piece of ground on the right bank nf the river. 
Its population constats of MO to 300 mul&ttiios, 
whose language is broken Spanish, and who are 
presided, over by a.n official termed Jefo Politico, 
appointed by the New Qranadian government, 
which claims jurisdiction over (his part of the 
American continent. These people obtain n 
miserable livelihood, partly by hunting and 
Cttitiratiing maize and plantains : in wintttr 
they saw up trees, the growth of tha neigh- 
bouring forest, which they transport tn Panama 
in large canoes in the shape of plunks, and 
there di»pni» of them for spirits, clothing, Sic. 
At it* mouth the Tujra i* sb iul one mile and a 
half to two miles wide, hut at Chapigans, a 
Tillage on its left bank, eight mile a up, it 
narrows to less thin one mile, and gradually 
contracting it Yavisa, it is only forty yards 
wide ; it has a depth of from three 
Is four fathoms, which it carries a little above 
Chapigana. becoming shallower at the place 
where we anchored it expand* inio a wide bay, in 
which are nnmeroui awid and mud banks, 
rendering navigation rather difficult, except at 
high or tow water, the fornier carrying you over 
all these impediments, and the latter rendering 
them visible. The deepest parthere ia dose lo 
the right bank. The mangrove ia not »o uhund- 
ant on this river as on the Havana, It is mire 
common for a distance of seven or eight miles 
above Chapigiwt than bcliiw it. Thia river 
extends iiantf inland on both sides into several 
eureka, which in one or t*o places spread out 
and have the appearance of Jake*. The only 
tributary of any consequence ia Itie M'llincci, 
which joins it on ita left bank about midway 
between Chapigana and 
hereia perfecly fresh, and 
and pleasant flavor. 

u The Tuyra has a very varied course : 
ascending from H-irien harbour to CiijpyaU), it 
is easter'y : it then ftoes for eight miles nearly 
due eoulh, and suddenly bends for a short dis- 
tance at right angles to the eastward; El now 
takes a south-easterly direction fur about five or 
tin milei ; for the ten succeeding miles it goes 
nearlv nnrth : and. Anally b.jfidiitg nnd turning 
on itself for almost sin mil™, it arrives at 
YaTisa. r),'pDsite this village, in the junction of 
the ChuqunnjsijitJi and Yavisa Hirers. At 
Vivifa we ob t-iincd « : x ovines aad 11 niitlevft 
to assist In navigatiojr them, and at 10 a.m. uf 
the IBth we started in the canoes, betng tulten 
in tow by the paddle-box boil ; assisted by ibe 
flood, we rapidly a«eended the Chuqiiatinqua. 
anchoring at nun«ct in midchsnnel, and spending 
the night in the bout. We hero rind a narrow 
escape from dealruLtinn, for about midnight tin 
immense forest trer, growina dose lj I lie water's 
edge, and whose fuoti had been denuded by the 
current nf the aurrounding earth, became 
loosened and fell with a uemenduua crash 
into the w.iter, just clearing by a foot 
or two our boat, and in ila fall cutting off the 
stern of one of our canoes, whith fnrtunsii-ly 
had bflt'n moored nlongside, but lining larger 
than the boat, projected beyond its stern. This 
was a Military camion, and in future, ivlu-n 
nelcKling our birouk: OH shore, we did not 
neglect to eiitnine as to ths atabili-y of the 
adjacent trees, At sis in the morning of (he 
19th we igain commenced our journey, ".Dehor- 
ing at nn close to llie firsl rapids, which are 
distant above Yavisa about IS miles, Vrom 
the latter pl^cc to these the river carries a 
pretty uniform depth uf three fathoms, uvsrag ■ 
70 feet wide, and his nearly a direct cour e 
• tretching towards the X.N.W. It now became 
rnoesssry lo take to the canoes, not so much 
from the general shallownesii of the water, as 
from Ihe enmmencement of the rapidi and the 
n imer .^ an. g s and trees w'jiclt oUtructcd 



our puaagss. The boat we left, at two p.m. of 
the 19th. tlie following individuals remaining ia 
charge, with directions to await our return, via., 
Mr. Parsons, gunner ; Jofftry, Dunaford. Aiken- 
head. Hockey, Walah, and (J al lag her, seamen; 
and, aeconvpanied by the blacks, we rwamenced 
the second part of our journey. After much la- 
bour and difficulty we were only able to accom- 
plish *. distance of about three miles, owing ie 
the Tapidity of the current, before eunwt. We 
m< ored the canoes to branches of trees, and, 
landing, prepared out evening meal, retiring lo 
rest on a dry attd elevated mud bank, without 
any protection from the night dew, a blanket 
incepted. The remainder of our journey up may 
bo briefly condensed by stating lhat during 
Ilia next four days we ascended the 
river, a distance of aiity-aeien miles— that it 
had a moil tortuous course, with reaches 
approaching almost ever; point in tha compass, 
but, in the mean, taking a ^^.N.W. direction- 
thai its banks were wooded by forest treeo and 
beaulifnl flnwering plants close to the water's 
oJge, among whioh were conspicuous palm, 
mahogany, caoutchouc, and cedar trees, with 
convolvulus in abundance — that ithad in general 
high banks, bearing evidence 
recently subjected lo the 
a very swollen coiiiliiioo . 

numerous and considerable tributaries, the moat 
important of which, ming in (he Cordilleras, 
opened from its left bank. 

" In this period we were all eipnaed to the 
most faiiguing eicrtiuns, in piddling the canoes 
in deep water, pulling them orer shallows, and 
dragging them over trees ; besides, in one or 
two instances, where fallen trees stretched from 
bank to bank, digging a canal around their 
roots. Meanwhile wo were by day exposed to 
The intense heat of a vertical sun, and, at night, 
to heavy dews and rain, which completely satu- 
rated our blankets, and added to 
the annoyance of millions of the 
most voracious musquitoes I erer 
met vvilli. This river abounds in alligators : k**t, 
except in particular Walitiop, rtsh are rare. The 
upp»r pun ol the Chuquanaqua and its ttibo- 
laries are inhabited, during the dry season, by 
the Indians, who cone from the more interior 
parts of the country to fish on its bsnke. We 
also observed numerous evidences along the 
banks of their having lately visited these places, 
in deserted ranchoes, and frameworks for drying 
fish. These savages are a warlike race, well 
armed, and have never yet been conquered, 
either by the old Spaniards or their descendants, 
although their territory is nominally undtr the 
sway of the (J rn Dad i ana. To the Spaniards, as 
well as the blacks, they have an inveterate 
haired, from remembrance of former wrongs. 
They are said invariably to kill tha latter when 
found within their territory. This Wat latelv 
carried out in the case of five unfortunate 
negroes, who not long ago strayed 100 far into 
ihe wood. Thpy were seized by ths Indiana, 
kitted, and Eome say eaten. An ancient law 
eiM.8 among them denouncing death upon 
all white men found without permis- 
sion, in their dominions ; thia was 
hut too rigorouily enforced in the 
ewe of our own men. At A p.m. of the 2i)rd 
we were rejoiCEd by the cry of smoke being 
seen a-head ; several musket* were Urea, and a 
cheer given ; these were answered, Lhe latter 
but faintly, from the right bink of the river, a 
little in advance. Presently several people were 
seen emerging from the woods, and crawling 
down the steep bank. Thoy proved to be the 
lost party, and a mure wretched set of human 
beings were nevsr beheld ; so emaciated were 
they, that, clothed in their rags, they appeared 
like spectres ; some had retained their arms and 
blankets, while others, scarcely able tn drag 
along their own bodies, had thrown theirs away. 
Out first aurmiie, attributing to them their 
having mistaken the Chuquanaqua fir the 
Havana, proved to be hut too well f. junded 
They had left Cyane, 27 in number, on the 
19th of January, with eight days' provisions : 
these weie partly destroyed by their hiving been 
upset in the surT in lending. They ascended 
Lhe Caledonia river for some distance in 
FCiirch of 1 gap in the Cordillera*, said Lo exist 
in that neighbourhood, but failing lo find out 
thia, crossed the summit of the range *t a sup- 
posed elevation of 1300 feut. On the third day 
out two officers and throe men strayed from the 
parly and lost themselves ; they were, however, 
fortunaie enough to reach the ship in safety. 
Thia intelligence we received before leaving 
Panama. The main body, under Lieutenant 
Strain, continued its course to the Pacific, betn£ 
guided by natives engaged from Pott tjscoce> 
for the purpose, down a stream on which was an 
Indian village in flames, to lhe ChutiUHnm,UB, 
which they were informed was the Havana. 
They struck the river on the 2t)th of January, 
and when they had finished the last of their pro- 
visions. Knowing thit the Savana gained the 
sea afrcr a course of 25 miles, and calculating to 
arrive at Darien harbour at furthest In three or 
four days, during which they imagined they 
could find sufficient sustenance on its banks, 
they determined on prosecuting their Juurney, 
although now deserted by their guide*. They 
continued following the river, which they 
crossed, suffering much from want of food and 
lacerated feet, until the 13th of February, when 
the marches became BO short, awing to the de- 
bilitated state of the greater number, that it was 
resolved to send a putty in advance to obtain 
assistance Accordingly on this. Lieutenant 
Strain and three others of the strongest detached 
themselves from the party, and after suffering 
great hardship-', eometimes travelling along the 
banks, and at other limes progressing by means 
of tifts, which they formed, and which in suc- 
cession were destroyed by rapads and sns^^, 
they strive! ut Yuvisa on the 'Jib if March, in 
nearly a perishing condition. 

" Almost naked, and with their bodies lace- 
rated in a shocking manner from the brush- 
wood, ar&r, they there engaged severe 1 canoes, 
and despatched them to ihe nid oT their com- 
rades, with provisions and the othar necessaries 
of which their companions were in 
want. On the 17th tbij relief party 
returned to Yavisa, having ascended the 
river a distance of «0 miles. Having re trhed a 
paint ell the left bank where they found a 
newly made g?sve, end 1 letter addressed to Mr. 
Strain, they returned on iheir way down. A 
lit le bslow thit they picked up one man who 
had s'rayed from the main body ; ho, however, 
cuulj give but little account of himself, as he 
soon became delirious, and died. The letter was 
Trom the officer lofl ia command, dated the 6lh 
of March, and to the effect that they had f.rl- 
ltiwetl tlio river thos fir, where one nun had 
died of starvation ; lhat. swing no probability 
o( a near approach to lhe sea, and despairing of 
aid from hslow, they had determined to make a 
retrograde movement, nnd attempt to regain 
their ship. On receiving (his Mr. Btrain at- 
tempted to persuade the people to return in the 
Cinoes and follow them, at the same time offer- 
ing to accompany thorn, but thry declined, from 
dread of the India's. _ Failing of this, and hear- 
ing of tha Virago hnving arrived at Dariera har- 
Lijur, he immediately started thence to tv>k 
s»-iatitnce. We fortunately met him IB miles 
below Y.visa, and he returned with u». " 
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y— tpat ii nau in general auffered severely, All.on leaving the «' 
deuce of having been t been stout, healthy men ; now they were 
torrent of the rivet in < living skeletons, covered with foul nli 
; and that it received phlegmons. From retracing their form 



main body we cams np with, sat they had halted 
for the night. In addition to the two 
deaths already noticed, the, had lost ma ,ei. 
man and two Mew Qrinadlu, commlsaionera. 
who had died of starvation. It was evident to 
ui that in not many days nearly all would have 
died from the same cause. From the 
27 ih of February to the 3Srd of 
March they had existed chi-fly on several 
species or palm aula; one of these, when 
roasted.^ wu rather sweet and palatable ; ano- 
ther so intensely acid as to hive completely di- 
vented th-ir teeth of enamel. Of these they ate 
immense quantities : but tlury afforded little 
nourtthment-. the, were e«e»ively airtri.gmt 
in their nature, and caused long continued con- 
stipation, lasting, ia one instance. S2 days. In 
Jiearly all the intellect wu in a slight degree 
affected, as evinced by childish and ailly re- 
marks although their memory and the recollec- 
tion of iheir sufferings were unimpaired. Indi- 
vidually they had given themselves up for lost ; 
■nd their excessive joy at being uneipeeledly 
snatched from death was, in soma measure, suf- 
ficient to account for this. Bodily they had ill 
suffered severely, All.on leaving the ship, had 

were literally 
. j! ulcers and 

phlegmons. From retracing their former route, 
in which they had cut down nearly all the pilm 
trees affording nuts, these were getting scarce ; 
and a» pme ia hardly seen rn the bi ta of thia 
river it is more than probable that a few daya 
would have finished the whole of the party. 
They were of cuuTse ravenous for food, and it 
[• aingnlar that Iheir first request ahould hjve 
been for sugar end tobacco. They being hinded 
ov*!r to my ciie. I gave directions that nothing 
should be given them except what I ordered 
myself. I bad prepared for them some weak 
aoup and bouilli with rice, giving them each, 
meanwhile, a amall quantity of pnrt wine and 
water- Oo the morning of the £ath. nctf—itta* 
standing they had p>t«Asti of such nourish- 
ment as ihey had not even heard offer 57 dtys, 
many of them couli not move, and had to be 
carried into the canoes. They hid diseoTered 
their own weakness, in feeling now that all ne- 
cessity for eiertion on their part was ended. 
In our journey down the riTer we numbered 
37— quite as many as the canoes could with 
safety hold. The same nourishment as given on 
the i:!rd was repeated frequently, and in small 
(]u utilities. On the JBib we arrived in the boat. 
Here one of the party, owing Lo the mistaken 
kindness of those about him, hid an epileptic 
(it, brought on hy over-teptetlon. On the even- 
ing of the 2 Till we arrived at Yavisa, where, I 
segret to say, one of the patty died ; he was in 
the last stage of debility, and, during the 
journey down, had only bean kept 9. its by 
Hlimulantrt. On the Mth we arrived on board. 
Part of the Americans are located on shore, at a 
neighbouring village called Li Palma, They 
are rationed from the ship, and bare whatever 
else they require from our mess, and are visited 
daily by myself or Dr. Travan. All are still in 
a very debilitated state, but, with one exception, 
are recovering. This individual 19 a civil en- 
gineer attached to the party. 

" Regarding the effects produced on out own 
men during this expedition, I have only to 
remark that, as yet, none of them have com- 
plained. Quinine was every morning issued to 
them, as a preventive lo fever. Purgative medi- 
cine had once or twice to be given for eenatipa- 
lion ; from the quantity of vegetable matter 
contained In the river, of the water of which we 
drank abundantly, quite the reverie stale of 
the bowels might have been expected. During 
our absence a series of levels have been carried 
across ihe isthmus, along our route fraro the 
Havana lo the Cnuquanaqua, the tight bank of 
the latter bring found to be one hundred and 
twenty feel, and the bed of the river ninety -esven 
feet above the level of the sea."

Tm visit of ths tarje American rteara frigate 
Memraic to Southampton hiving occasioned 
considorable interest, we think it may now be a 
pro pet tints to lay before our readers such in- 
formation as we have from tirn* to lime obtained 
respecting her, and the Wabash, the Minnesota, 
the Koinoae, and the Colorido—four ships of 
much tha same ai» and power as lhe Merrimae 
~and alio reirjtcting ths hugs staam corvette 
the Niagara. In order to render the information 
which follows perfectly reliable ia ia far at least 
u the Uaninuo ia concerned, we have vi sited 
that vassal, and verified hy personal observation 
the facta hereafter stated. In making this veri- 
fication we wera favoured with the utmost 
courtesy and co-operation on the part or the 
officers of the ship, and particularly of the first 
lieutenant, O. W. Harrison, who was in com. 
mud of her at the time of our vi.it, and to 
whose kindness we are much indebted, 

The principal dimenilona of the five frigates 
above enumerated are ic nearly alike that they 
may, for all ordinary purposes, be considered 
the same, and may be ttkeu as follows

As Our s lamination of the Merrimae was 
made for the purpose of estimating bar merits as a 
ship of war, we must add to tha above the fol- 
lowing details, which ars of importance in such 
a ahip. When tha vessel is al her load line 
tha height* of the gun deck pons above the 
water ire amidships, 9 feet, and forward and 
aft, 113 feet or the res hunts. Tho height from her 
gun deck to the lower sldea of her spar 
deck beams is 6 feet. The height of her bul- 
warks in such that when the hammocks are 
stowed they reach a feet B inches above the 
pper deck. Her gun deck porta are t feet B 
inches long, and nearly f! feet 15 inches apart. 
Het loid displacement ie estimated at 4000 
tons : but this we could not of course teat. 

The Merrimae wai designed by Mr. I,enthall, 
who is at tha head of the Bureau at Washing- 
ton, and was built by Mr, Delano, the master 
shipwright of the navy yard at Boston (or the 
officer who consspondi to a muter shipwright 
of our own dockyards.) Her frame is uf live 
oik, cruised on tha inside with two sets of 
diagonal iron plates which are inclined in oppo- 
site directions. She is alio strengthened by 
sifihlar plstei on the ouhide at bow and ■tern. 
Her plank ii also of oak. and, like our own ships 
of war, ihe ia copper-fastened up to 1 few feel 
above tha load water tine. Her decks are of 
fir. On a careful inapectiun she seetna to have 
been built with greit akill and care, and it a 
very tight strong ship. The Istge wooden 
knees (common in American ships, because 
more approved of, and more readily obtained 
than iron; lo soma extent interfere with the 
beauty of her appearance inboard. But she is 
a Tery roomy and baud vim « ship, and the 

appearance of her main deck is unsur^ 

With all her sail* set, she spTeadi 
squire feet or canvas. Her engines ate sni> 
iliary only. Her rig ii in all respects like that 
of tha largest American tailing frigates, but 
fjom her great length she teems capable ol 
carrying masts, apart, and aaila even laiger than 
those ihe has. 'hie mode in which the main- 
mast steps i a worthy or attention. The shaft 
or ths propeller coming immediately beneath 
it (since the engines ire before the mainmast), 
aitepisforrried to teceive it above tha ihaft. 
Thit step consists of a Urge thwartship beam 
of live oak, supported near the middle by two 
lU-inch iron solid columns, which rest upon 
suitable keelsons. This arrangement is, per- 
hips, u good as any other, although the strength 
it must certainly bs much Ichs than 
that in which the mast iteps in a wooden step 
pportad immediately by the keelsont them- 
Ires, as ia the case where no screw-shaft in- 
terferea. Tha modes adopted in our own n»vy 
are various. In aome cases tall iron forked slept, 
which atrlde across the shaft, ate employed ; and 
t>t others the heel of the maat itaelf is enlarged, 
and the tbaft allowed Co pass through it, the 
lower piece of the moat being separable from 
the upper, and connected with it by clasp-jointed 
hoops. 

Tho Merrimae ii pierced for SO guns, but if 
she were actually to carry that number they 
would have lo ba of a Lighter character than 
those now on hoard cf her. Her present arma- 
ment is as follows:— On her upper deck there 
are two large pivot guns, each weighing neirly 
S\ tons, and of 10 inches bore, and I I 8 inch 
guns, each weighing rather more than three tofta; 
on her gun-deck there are SI n-inch guns, each 
weighing nearly 4J tons. The whole oT these 
guns — lt> in all — though strong enough to dis- 
charge solid shot, if desired, nro primarily in- 
tended to be served with hollow »hot or with 
shell — Tor ii is now a practice with the Ameri- 
cana to supply their navy with b quantity at 
empty hollow hhot, which may he either plugged 
and used as such, «r charged, filled with roses, 
and used aa shells. We must not, however, 
omit to mention that sha might carry a. few ad- 
dition ll 9- inch guns on the main deck with 
perrect convenieoc.e. tier gun-carriages 
on the main deck are stmiler to those 
used ia the. French navy. They have, however, 
but two wheels or trucka each, it tha ship's side 
end or lhe carriage. To facilitats the Tunning 
out of the gun the rear end of the carriage is 
raised by a handspike fitted with a Toller at the 
end, on which roller the carriage runs out. At 
the upper side of this handspike roller is a pin 
or it ud which takes Into one or ottierof a seri-i 
of recesses formed in a plate on the under side 
of the rear end or the cirrtege. The ci r riaec 
slides of tlie large pivot glint differ 
from our own chiefly in the fact that 
they are furnished at each end with 
wheeli or ttucke (which run on the metal 
circular bearing plates on the deck) mutinied on 
eccentric iiles. Thesa ulei are turned by a 
•o ai either lo take the weight of the 
and allow il to be tun round unnn them, 
or to be raised clear of the bottos of ths elide, 
and allow il lo rest immediately upon the deck 
plates. The catiiagei which run upon the 
slides have their rear trucks mounted upon 
similar eccentric sales. The friction of llic 
carriage upon the slide when the piece is to be 
d inch urged (and when tha trucks are clear of 
the slide), is sometimes increased by nipping the 
two together with screws. 

Ths whole of the 9 -inch guns, or main deck 
guns, is well ai the two 10-inch pivot guns, are 
farmed upon Commander Dahlgreo's tystero, 
which contialt in giving to lhe gun, at each point 
of ila length, a thickness proportionate tu the 
direct preiiure of the powder in the chase at 
that point, anppoaing the gun to ba fired with 
an ordinary service charge. In order to carry 
out lhat principle Commander (at the time 
Lieutenant) Dahlgien tuok an ordinary Piiihin 
stun, and bad bored in il a number of holes, each 
Of the ibe of a muiket ball, aitending from the 



outside of tha gun through into the chase. 
These boles were perpendicular to the axis of the 
gun. A etnaket ball was then placed in the first 
hole (the renin indir of the holes being plugged 
for tbe time), the gan fired with a service 
charge, and the initial velocity communicated 
to the mneket ball measured hy a bsllisdc pen- 
dulum. This was repeated with each hole luc- 
cweivaly, and lines representing the initial velo- 
cities thus obtained were taken al the ordinate! 
nf a curve (of which the distances apart or the 
hole* represented the sbscissse), tut this cutvo 
gave Ihe contour of the eaterior of tb* gun. 
The Dahfajren gum ar* of greatly reduced 
thickness alone the chase, and suddenly increase 
their thickness near the breech, where the great 
bulk of the metal of the gun in collected. Be- 
fore the adoption of them in their navy, the 
American Government had them severely teiboii, 
with highly satisfactory results. Without doubt 
the principle of Commander Dahlgren ia cor- 
rect, so far as il goes. There are alto collalcral 
advantages connected with the adoption or it in 
naval ordnance, one of which is that the cuntre 
at gravity of each side battery is, owing to the 
form of guns, thereby brought nearer to the 
middle or tbe ship, which must tend to make 
her roll lees heavily than otherwise. Each gun 
ia famished with two lock-lugs, or lugs for the 
gun -lock — one for use, and one to supply its 
place if it should be knocked away. 

There are a few other novel feature! in con- 
nexion with the guns of the Merrimae. One is, 
that her guns are fitted with elevating screws, 
which supply the phes of the eoin, etc., in our 
own service. This arrangement tends greatly to 
facilitate the sighting, and is certainly in im- 
provement, provided that il it not attended with 
iny defect in etrength, and we are inured that 
none had been observed during considerable 
practice. Another new feature is the employ- 
ment of bristles, instead of aheepskin. In all the 
spongers and rammer! for the gum ; and a fur- 
ther one is the employment for boat gttaa of 
light and elegant wrought iron carriages, of 
which she has three— one for a B-pnunder. a 
second tor a 12 -pounder, and a third for i 21- 
pounder. 

Tho engines or tbe Merrimae are by Mr, 
I'arrott. of ths Cold SpringH Foundry, New 
York. Bhe has two cylinders 72 inches in 
diameter, and 3-feet stroke. These are placed 
close to the shaft, on opposite tides of it, leav- 
ing room only for the crank. Each piston has 
two pisbm-rods. one above and one below the 
•haft; these carry a cross-head, from which the 
connecting-rod reaches buck to the crank, aa is 
well understood by engineers. Each cylinder 
has its condenser at tbe side of it, and lis air- 
pump opposite to it. The air pump rodi go 
through the cylinder ends direct to the piston. 
She is filled with four or the vertical tubular 
boilera patented by Mr. T>. B. Martin, Bngineet- 
in-Chier of tho United States' Navy, similar to 
those fitted previously in tbe Sustjuehinn^, by 
Merrick and Son, of Philadelphia. The boilera 
are of iron, with brass tubes, and have the 
following general dimensions : —

T feet; grate em face area in all, ,138 squsre 
feet ; number nf tubet in all boilers, o4B0 : 
length {or height), 37;J incline; diameter (aut- 
pide) of tbe tubes, 'I inches ; heating surface in 
furnacei and hack connexions up to tubes, HSU 
square feet ; heating surface in tubes, 8503 
square feet: heating surface in tube-boxes and 
connexions to smoke chimnev. t,V!i square feet : 
total beating surf ace in all bailers, 11,703 square 
fret ; proportion of the tame to grate irei, 316 
to 1-00 ; flue area or calorimeter between lubea 
in all boilers, ii square feet ; proportion of the 
same to grata area, 1 to ft square feet ; diameter 
of smoke chimney, e feet, 

The boilers all have water b-rttoms, with not 
less than ti inches ol water apace at any point, 
back or the furnaces these bottoms rise to the 
back connexions | the tube-boiee are above the 
furnaces, and rise about three inches to the 
front end of the boiler, where they enter tho 
frontcotinexinm. The boiler s are of 3-Oth inch , 
and J-incb beat American plates, double rivetted 
and caulked inside and out throughout, are well 
braced. The weight of all four, when empty, ia 
25.5,000 lbs. Their total weight, when filled to 
the working level, is •! 10,090 lbs. 

To teat the economical evaporative efficiency 
of this form of boiler an experiment was 
made on the 13th of March last, in the 
presence uf several engineers of the navy, the 
conditions and results ol which weTe.aa published 
by Mr. Merrick, the maker, as follows: — 

Two boilers only were used, and the dampers 
were nearly closed. 

The coal used was anthracite, ami of in in- 
ferior quality. The engines its fifed wilh 
Stevens' eut-otT, which was adjusted and per- 
manently used to cut otf as follows : —

These auxiliary engioaj hiTA a 
suitable boiler to supply them whan the main 
boilera are not al work. Two steam Dumps are 
fitted in connexion with toe large tigtnea for 
pumping one the bilge, filing pishing 6 res, v. 
Theae itesm pumps may he supplied wilh steam 
from the auxiliary bpilcr if desired. Tha Mer- 
rimae is fitted wilh a Griffith's screw propeller, 
with means of varying (he pitch. In thit re- 
•pect the differt from her sitter-shine, ajl 0 f 
which have ordinary propellers. The Niagara, 
ii, wo understand, to have a Griffiths. 

The propelling arrangement! on howd the 
Merrimae are very complete. The forward 
thrust it taken by a series of collars, and (ba 
backward thrust by a braaa disc dropped down 
the end of tha piopeller beariij and 
the after steinpost. This disc may be readily 
renewed when worn. Ths ah art is i up per lad 
between lhe engines and the dead wood by bear- 
ings and intermediate spring supports, aid a 
cooling pipe is led from the nulaide of tha ship 
o»ei each, The after propeller bearings are of 
wood, upon Penn'e principle. The propeller it 
raised hy a cable and pulleys, the cable leading 
tn tbe capstan. A long wooden stay, tightened 
by a screw, is u9e d lor keeping the propeller 
down in ila place, and suitable meant are alto 
provided lor steadying the propeller during the 
raising at it, for slinging it when rsised, or pai- 
tially raised, etc. 

The gTtateit speed over attained by the Her- 
rimac under steam alone was seven knots per 
hour, and thit wis made under very favourabli 
villain* stances. Het a/rerage steaming speed ii 
much less than thia. There are, however, cer- 
tain defects in connexion with her slide. vilvei 
which prevent tha full and moat economics! 
results being attained wilh het enginss. Th* 
" lap and lead" wan so small that at first she 
cnuld not cut off her steam until at 19 inches of 
heTitroke ; she will for the future, owing to im- 
provements made on board, cat off at IS inchet. 
Rut radical changes must be made in her 
valves befnre the necessary economy la obtained. 
The details or the engines — the driving geaj t 
itc-, era very well arranged. 

The Merrimae ia full of evidences that ths 
American Government are willing to give trial 
to improvements of a promising character in 
their ships of war, notwithstanding the changes 
which their inlroduction tender! neceasary. 
At the same time there ire arrugsnaanti, 
which have been proved highly 
valuable Ln our own service, unadopted 
by them. For example, instead of ths admir- 
able lightning conductors uf Sir W. Snow 
Harris, used wilh so m neb advantage by as, the 
old bit nf chain, long discarded here, lies down 
against her shroud*, and gives great offence to 
ths eye nf the intelligent visitor. But on tbe 
whole, the useful improvements greatly out' 
number the def'cts. Thia wa might thow at 
great length if we thought it desirable- It will, 
however, be sudtitient to add a further fact or 
two. The fisb dsvit is centred on a hoop on 
th* foremast, and may ba swung ovur either 
anchor for tithing it, and may also he used to 
attiat in tho removal of the heavy berthing 
which has to he taken down when the bow 
pivot gun ii used. Both operations may ba 
performed by steam power derived from th* 
auxiliary engine*. Another useful arrangement 
it the use of a hinged tongue-niece, which may 
be prsaied down between tbe links of a cabla 
by a screw when the cable baa to 
be Heeled. Another is the employment 
of light bulkheads ornind the engine- 
room hsichea on the main deck. Whether 
the absence of all mess tables for the ship'* 
crew is an improvement or an act of retrogres- 
sion we leave naval officers to decide, 

In our next n amber we shall probably publish 
a few further atitetnenti respecting the ICetri- 
mic. At the same lime, we believe that the 
pninta of chief importance are included in the 
above remarks. 

Tha Niagara is built, wa are told, as an ex- 
periment i and it is, perfectly certain that, if ah* 
should prove % thoroughly sttong and efficient 
ship of war, she will surprise every one who has 
hitherto been considered well informed on th* 
nature and requirements of war ahipa. The 
history of this ship's origin is simply this :— Mr. 
Steers, of New York, built the Amerlcs yacht, 
which proved to be a very Teat one. This gained 
him reputation and rriends, and tenured hint 
orders for constructing vinous other veisela of 
largeT sixes. He succeeded in building mors 
than one fast and serviceable commercial steam- 
ship ; and when the American Government re- 
solved upon making a demonstration tilth large 
steamships of war, Mr. Rteert, or the friendi 
of Mr. Steers, succeeded ia getting th* 
design and construction ef one committed 
to him. Mr. Steers knew but Little, 
if anything, practically of ships of war ; and if 
we are rightly informed, cared loknow but little 
of them, except what lhe light of nalure sup- 
plied him with, for. we are told, he availed him- 
#eir but very little of the freedom with which ha 
was permitted to have acecsi to the Bureau of 
Construction and all it contained. More than 
one pro Cession il Amet'cio gentleman has spoken 
to at strongly upon thia point. " It was but 
reasonable," aiy& the United States' JVuurtcaf 
J/a^ncrW, " to aonpose lhat every facility would 
be afford od Mr. Steers, now lhi( im- 
provement seemed to be really intends:!, and, 
with the excepiion of the propelling power in 
the, quantity of canvaa, the ground tackle in the 
kind of anchors, and the ventilation in lb* im- 
proved side light! h> his thou - hi propet to use, 
he has been allowed to exercise his own judg- 
ment, both in the model and manner nf construc- 
tion, ind it, like the constructor of the Ohio, cjiuw 
willing to take the Whnja n" Ur; !•■ "ri- 
sibility, haTing a full knowledge of its weight 
and bulk. Thia veasel, as her dimensions and 
caiculAitoni will show, is the Itrgcat, of the six, 
and in also of a vrry different model and con- 
struction , tn the cc of true lion ol tbe Niagara it 
is alleged that there are principiet involved which 
ere nr great importtnee to lhe aafnty of vesicle, 
which have never been tppreciated in the navy, 
either in Ihia country or elsonhere. It wot tup- 
posed that in the mode! and internal arrange- 
ments alone would this veisel cUtTcr from lhe 
other five vessels ; but il ia ditc jverable that 
not only is the form or lhe fabric and her ar- 
rangements in armament diffeient, but that tha 
manner t'f distributing the ma erials throughout 
the vessel ia also entirely different, utility being 
regarded as of mere eoniequenca than the time- 
honored precedents, the conslructor having 
sought to secure (he greatest amouutaf itrengln 
with the least bulk. "

letted to be fast, and, b;ing furni»hed with 
lot range gum, is *uppo>ed to have the power 
ofmnnyfng and injuring nn enemy while she 
brielf keeps out of the range of her enemy's 
gas. She was, in fact, designed for the ci- 
psit purpose of giving the Americans the ad- 
wtnge over all exiatitij ship* : it ia asliafafj- 
tnr, however, for us to know that In our own 
{ckrards there are already several new class 
lips quite competent to match her, an if we 
* not mistaken, to give a flood account of Mr. 
leers' eiperirnent. We should h° pleased lo 
now with certainty that such a (rial of strength 
i not likely to crime off; we hope it never 
nay. 

The engines of the Niagara, designer! by Mi. 
Copeland, and built by I "ease m.<\ Murphy, New 
York, are similar to thole of the Memmae, but 
she has three cjlindere, Each 72 inches diameter, 
and three feet stroke instead of two. Hack 
frame Tor cylinder! is cast in one piece; the 
cylinders have alirie valves, and a separate cut- 
off or eipension slide-valve adjustable ao aa to 
cut uff at any point from three-eighths to five- 
eighth* of the stroke. Haoh cylinder ha- its 
own separate condenser, air-pump, and hot 
well; in fact, there are three complete engines, 
ao that should either become deranged, the 
other* would be still available. The 
screw propeller (formed of composi- 
tion) ie In feet 3 inches diamnter and 4 
foot 2 inches beg. with pitch or feet (at 
the periphery}. The boilers are -i in number, 
111 feet long, il feet wide, sod IS feet high. 
Like those of the frigate, they are Mr. Martin's 
verticil tubniar. They are set in pairs, the flues 
discharging into two chimneys. 
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ALAKMIHO ACCIDENT l.H TUB CITY 
LONDOJT. 
(ft™ lit Am, Gciehtr 111,) 
BcaHrei.Y has the excitement attendant on the 
late fatal accident in the city, occasioned by the 
falling of a house subsided, than another bu oc- 
curred almost as startling as the farmer. 

The seeneof the present accidentia in Bishops- 
gite-etieet, and for a considerable period the 
most intense excitement existed in the neigh- 
bourhood, from the number of men it was known 
must have been buried in the ruins, and who, it 
wss feared, mutt have been crushed to death. 

It appears that about two months since the 
house in question, situate at 181, Bishopagate, 
and then occupied by Mr. Warrener. an rsten- 
toy merchant, was nearly consumed b, fl™ : 
and fin™ Lbat time it lias been undergoing 
thorough and substantial rep airs by Messrs. 
Cubitt, the eminent builders, of Qray's.inn-road, 
and for that purpose a large number of hands 
have been engaged on the premises. 

This morning the men resumed their work as 
usual, and continued without any indieationi of 
danger till about eleven o'clock. Much of the 
old house was removed, such si the outer 
welli, floora, ,nd bank wall, though materially 
damaged by the lata catastrophe. In the course 
of the work, it was necessary to us- great cau- 
tion, and in order to properly carry the third 
floor, it wee found neceasary to put in fresh 
girders. That was partially acoompliehed. One 
end of on* of them being fixed in one of tha aide 
walla, whilst the other end was shored up to 
support it until the wall to cany it had been 
MMred by new work, on which it wax to i**t. 

The nun eon tinned their work without fear or 
apprehension until about 1 1 o'clock, when all at 
once the girder gave way, and, from tha dilapi- 
dated atata of tha under floors, carried every- 
thing before it to the cellar— men, tools, and 
materials— end completely burying a doeen men, 
aevenl of whom were at tits time engaged in the 
cellar mixing mortar. 

The immense volume of dust which immedi- 
ately arose in the air caused the utmost conster- 
nation to prevail, and the screams of the men 
who were covered with the dtbeit only height- 
ened th. fears of a large concourse of persona for 
the» safety whom the catastrophe had suddenly 
attracted to the spot. 

Immediately on the alarm being raised In. 
specter Scott. Police-sergeant Carter, a.id a 
large body of police repaired to the spot and 
rendered valuable assistance to the sufferers, and 
by their judicious arrangements prevented anv 
interruption to the cSinerT traffic of thai 
orowded thoroughfare. They at once aet to 
work, and with the assistance of other men 
connected with the buildings, commenced clear- 
ing the ifciri'i which buried ao many of their 
fellow-ereaturaa, whose screams and criee for 
help were heart-rending. Fortunately for the 
poor fellows tha floora had given way on one 
aide, and consequently fell in a sloping or 
inclined direction, and to that cause ia at- 
tributed their provident.1 escape. On removing 
tha wood-work, which waa done in a very eareful 
manner, the suff.rers were extricated from their 
perilous position (two, however, being found 
stuck in the mortar they were mixing), and the 
worst conveyed in cab* to the hospital, whilst 
those who wen able to walk congratulated 
themselves on their lucky escape, and made the 
beat of their way home. 

Tales of the men were conveyed to Bt, Bar- 
tholornew/. Hospital, and two of them to the 
Metropolitan Hoepital, Devonshire-street, 
Bishopsgate -street, aid their name* are M'Cer- 
thej, Smith, Kellard, Connell, and Biesnin 
< ; — iry at the hospitals we were informe

THE CRISIS IN PARIS: ITS CAUSES, 
IMMBD1ATB AND KBHOTE. 
(Frr.m <ht Etetmtitl. rttmitr Vtth.) 
A rjWEnTni party in Paris itill oontinuea to 
urge upon tha Government the policy of permit- 
ting the Bank of Prance to suspend cash pay- 
ments : it is, however, satia factory to know that 
the Emperor and his adviaera remain firm in 
their resistance to euch a conrae. It would not, 
indeed, be difllcult to ihow that if so fatal a step 
were adopter!, it could not Tail to aggravate all 
the evils which at present profs upon the finances 
of France. It must be apparent to every one 
who haa watched the rise and progress of this 
crisis, thai the two immediate causes which have 
led to it are,— first, a great demand for bullion 
in order to meet foreign payments ; and secondly, 
the hoarding which to it certain extent attends 
periods of panics in every country, but to which 
the susceptible neople of France are peculiarly 
prone Now, if we consider ths influence which 
would be produced upon those two causee of the 
present crtais by I suspension of cash payments, it 
will be plain that it could ia no way alleviate 
the ohe, while it would very greatly eggwiito 
the other- In the first place. Franco haa large 
foreign payments to make for silk, corn, contri- 
butions to Austrian and other railways, and for 
a general adverse balance of trade, fur all of 
which bulLirtn is required to be exported. Now, 
how wilt a suspension of cash payments affect 
these transactions ? Hy hirce of law incon- 
vertible nnin may be made a legal tender at 
home, but of what mine will they be in a foreign 
payment ? At the present mnment there are aa 
many notes in circulation in France, of the de- 
nominations is'iicd by the Bank, aa BrFrcquired 
for the internal trade of the country, and there 
is no reason f ir supposing that making the note 
inconvertible will in any way increase the quan- 
tity, lint that (jtian'ity, whvever it may be, 
will not affect the tmlance of foreign payments 
due by France, which can alone be discharged 
by bullion. Whether the bank hntca are con- 
vertible or inconvertible, always assuming that 
nn alteration is made in their denomination, 
cannot therefore affect the demand foT gold and 
silver for the chief purposes for which they are 
now required. In one way or another they 
muat bo obtained, and at any cost, in nrder to 
satiify the foreign creditor. It may be aaid 
that if the Bank were relieved from the duty of 
cash payments, the bullion which it holdi 
wnuld at once become availabie for the purposes 
referred to. Hut how ia the merchant to obtain 
it f He could not in that case demand it for 
the notes which he held ; and if he discounted 
his bills with the view iif providing means for 
defraying hist obl^gaticma abroad, be would 
receive bank notes, not convertible into cash, 
which would be of no use to him. except ar> far 
aa Itiey would enable him to purchase bullion in 
the open market, the demand for which would 
continue as active as before. Ia abort, what- 
ever tricks may be played by Governrntnts and 
Stock Hanks with paper notes it regards the in- 
ternal circulation of i country, they cannot in any 
way make them available for foreign payments. 
Bo far, then, aa the ctinia in France ie caused by 
a demand for bullion to aaLisfy adverse exchangee 
with other countries, it ia clear that a suspen- 
sion of cash payment! would not in any degree 
mitigate it. 

But to far as the eriaia is aided by a general 
want of confidence and consequent' hoarding, it 
must be equally plain that a auapenaion of cash 
payment* would aggravate ft It ia undoubted 
that the mere rumour of auch an expedient 
being resorted to, hu already done ao. The 
probable depreciation in the value of the paperon 
the one hand, the probable enhanced value of gold 
and silver even in a greater pro portion on the other, 
the general apprehension and diatruat which 
would follow such a violent raeaaura, would 
induce to hoarding to an extent not 
known for many years, and would make 
the acquisition of the precious metals 
for the purpose of foreign paymenti more diffi- 
cult than over ; and would thtu in many ways 
greatly eggravata tha iiistlng pressure under 
which the commerce of France now inffen. It 
is, therefore, certain that if tha Government 
were to be prevailed upon to comply with the 
demand which haa been made to declare bank 
notes a legal tender, and to releaae the Bank of 
France from the obligation of paying in coin, 
the crisis, in plate of being relieved by auch a 
course, would be seriously aggravated. 

Another proposal has been nude witb a view 
to mitigate the difficulty, via., to adhere strictly 
to the principle of cash paymenta, but to issue 
notes of a lower denomination, of fifty and 
twenty franca each. Such a step would no 
doubt materially assist the existing pres- 
sure, because tha note* to issued 
would take Use place of twenty-franc gold 
pieces, end the circulation, of coin would 
be economised to that extent. Ner would there 
be any objection in point of principle to auch a 
coutae, provided the convertibility of the notes 
were maintained, and the extent of their circu- 
lation were limited by that condition. Frier to 
18 17 the lowest denomination of note iuued by 
the Bank of France was for soy francs or £20 
In 1848 notes of the value of iOO franca (£S) 
and of 100 [£i) were Brat introduced, and their 
use has economised the coin in circulation to the 
extent of about £U.f)no,(K>0. Notes of tha lower 
denomination of 50 franca and 30 franca would 
produce even a more striking effect in the 
economy of bullion. Of course a sufficient re- 
serve would require to be kept in the bank to 
seenra the convertibility of those issues; and so 
long as that rule was observed, there could he 
no reaioo urged in favour of the use of note* 
of 100 francs or .W) francs, that ia not much 
more strongly applicable to notes of SO francs 
and '20 franca, The only reason whleh 
ha* been urged against notes of a lower de- 
nomination as compared with those of a higher 
denomination, ia their liability to forgery ;— but 
experience haa shown in Scotland, where the 
circulation consists chiefly of ono-pound not.s, 
and in (lermany, where it consists in great part 
of thaler or dollar notes of the value of only 
three shillings, that such objection in practice is 
not found to exist. 

We hive glanced at the immediate cause* of 
the crisis in France, and which may be aaid also 
to extend over a greate* part of Oermany. In 
order, however, to understand it in all lu bear- 
ings, it ia necessary to examine the more deeply 
hidden causea which have led to the great de- 
mand for bullion to aatisfy foreign payments. 
No doubt the failure of the silk crop baa some- 
thing to do with it. For no matter what it be, 
whether an guide like corn rr>|>ured for 
the food of the people, or an 
article like silk required to bub- 
tain their labour and trade, and the supply of 
which is indispensable, the failure of the home- 
grown crop muat lead to unusual importations, 
and tj that extent increase the payment! due to 
other countries. To a certain extent, therefore, 
what we have ao often experienced as the result 
tif a bad corn harvest, the French are now feel- 
ing M the result of a failing ailk crop. Thit, 
however, may be regarded a* a temporary evil, 
which another ssison may repair. 

But by far the most important cause of the 
present difficulties in which France ia now i 
placed, is tbi serious, diatutbancea which have 1

thia toiletry experienced in 1 841! and 1 B4T- 
Railway* to a great extent have been made or 
partly made at home and abroad; speculations 
to an unheard of latent hive been entered upon 
in buildings, and fresh enterprise! of every de- 
scri|)tion. Tha /laalinj capital of the country 
ha* been converted into /rsrf capital, at a rate 
much quicker than convenience would admit of. 
The regular trade of the country has been starved 
of the capital properly belonging to it, and it 
has been sunk in new object, which, however 
useful in themselves, have locked up more capi- 
tal than can conveniently be spared. If may be 
that many of these •peculation! may sdlimately 
be successful — it may be that the railway! may 
pay good dividends and prove of great public 
edvantige to the districts through which they 
pa<a; and yet that great prenure may he caused 
to the jiublio by the abstraction of so much float- 
ing capital from trade, and great losses to indi- 
viduals who have committed themselves to obli- 
gation* to en extent far beyond their mesne. 

There ia one effect which the recent ipecula 
tive mania fur public works and other enter- 
prises of every conceivable description in France 
hs* had, and which in its turn has had a large 
share in the continual financial derangements 
upon which Franco has been bordering for a 
long time past, and which has at length broken 
upon her with so much force. The speculative 
mania of the last four yeara haa been all for 
pursuit; in connection with railways, manufac- 
tures, and trade, ia every shape and form, 
domestic and foreign ; the land haa been com- 
paratively forsaken and neglected. 
I.aidlnrds have sold land in large 
riumtiiiea to invest their capital in more 
templing aneculations : the country population 
haa betn rushing to Pari* and to large town*, to 
railway works and public buildings, tempted hy 
the higher wage* and the more attrjetite life. 
While the citiea have been fillknir, the rural dis- 
tricts have been thinning. Consumer! of food 
havelteen increasing in numbers 
quality and in quantity the food consumed has 
impr >ved :— bat producer* of food have been 
diminishing. Again, as a whole, agriculture 
is the only industry in France that has not 
heen improved. With rare exceptions, it 
has been stationary for some yeara. The result 
of all these fact* haa been tb.it France na longer 
produces food enough fur her population. 
Scarcity and high pricss, caused by increased 
consumption more thin by lessened production, 
have become the normal condition of France, 
and have led to the necessity fir the last Tour or 
five years of large and increasing imporla fxaan 
foreign countries to supply deficiencies thus 
created, tho payment for which has led to great 
financial derange mente. 

For the complicated difficulties in which 
France ia n»» plunged there is but one certain 
cure. It is only by the strictest caution and 
economy of her resources that recovery ia aura, 

II is only in proportion aa new (peculations and 
undertakings are eschewed, that thoie 
which have already been entered upon 
will become less disastrous. The trea- 
sure may he mitigated by good management 
or aggravated by tampering with eound prin- 
ciples, but time and prudence wil I alone supply a 

■ to the evil, which we le've 



read before. It affects ne a* we should be 
affected by finding ourselves ruddenly in the 
midit of the hinnts of a gang of the worat 
thieves and murderers escaped from the hoiks 
of this country or the gailiea of France, while 
celebrating their secret orgies, and inflamed by 
passion and by drink. It reminds us 
mora of the semes and tha actors of 
the Heign of Terror in 1732 and 
1793— of tha Septamber massacres and ths 
Committee of Fabric Safety — than of any other 
passage of public and authentic history. Ths 
barbarisms of Mantua and Naplei grow venial 
in coniperiwn. Surely, when respectable and 

papers, and ire made conscious of the startling 
impression they produce on European minds, 
they will rouie themselves from their apathy 
and reaction, end do something decisive to 
wipe away the etain. That there should be 
ruffians armed witb Bowie knives and revolvers 
— lost to all decency and ready for all crime — in 
a rough and newly-settled country like many of 
the Western Statea of the Union, is a matter 
neither for surprise nor inconsiderate condem- 
nation. But 'hilt lucli men should really he 
the ruling and constructing parties in any 
district within the pale of civilization, 
ia not creditable to the leading 
men of the Union ; and that *ueh ihould have 
been sanctioned and sided by the Federal Go- 
vernment, indicates a lack of public virtue and 
public decency for which no terms of censure 
can be too atrong- 

The conduct of the President and his Cabinet 
baa throughout been as shameless and scanda- 
lous a* possible. From the Ural ha was ogni- 
eant of the violent and lawless nature of the 
proceeding' which gave Kansas a Slave Legis- 
lature.

EXTRAORDINARY SCKNE AT THE

On Wednesday, October loth, the parade ground 
of the camp in ths vicinity ot Colchester presented 
the remarkable acene of a public diamiaaal 
from her Majesty'* service of Lieutenant 3 Hin- 
ders, an English officer of one of the cavalry 
regiments of the British German Legion en- 
eamped here, for insubordination- From en- 
quiries, we learn that Lieutenant Saunders had 
tendered his resignation, which General Stut. 
tetheim declined to accept, when the lieutenant 
not only refused to do the duty h* was ordered, 
but made use of some most offensive and un- 
offictr-like expression towards the General, who 
had placed him nnder arrest to await his trial 
by court-martial. Lientsmutt Saunders refused 
to be arrested, and mounting his borae, en- 
deavoured to rid* out of the camp, when the 
sentries on duty at the gateways went down on 
their knees with fixed bayonet*, and repulsed 
the harte, and the rider, wbo wis 
paraded, mi lurrounded, and taken 
into camp. The affair was com- 
municated to the Commander-in-Chief, the 
Duke of Cambridge, who considered that a* 
the legion was so soon to be disbanded, it 
would not be advisable to aubmit t-e matter Tor 
trial by general court-martial. His Royal High- 
««", however, desired Major General Gaacoigne, 
commanding the camp, to assemble the whole 
of the officers and some men of each regiment, 
and in the moat public manner in reprehend 
Lieutenant Saunders for his mutinous 
and disgraceful and unomeerlike con- 
duct, and dismiss him from her Ma- 
jesty'* lervice. At 10 o'clock on Wed- 
nesday morning, the officer* and men formed 
three side* of a square on the parade ground, in 
the centre of which Major-General Gascnigne 
and staff and General Btutterheim and staff took 
up their position, when Lieutenant Saundera, 
divested of his sword, wss lurched in at a 
prisoner by ths adjutant of hi* regiment. Oese- 
r*] Gaacoigne having read aloud tha Duke of 
Cambridge'* letter, proceeded to addresi Lieu- 
tenant Saunders in plain and outspoken terms, 
observing that he war greitly turprised 
to and an officer of his experience so far 
forgetting himself as to be guilty of so 
tlagrant a breach of military discipline and in- 
subordination towards bis commanding officer. 
He might consider himself extremely fortunate 
in not being tried before a general court-mar- 
tial, whence would most assuredly have been 
cashiered ; but it was now hi* duty to pronounce 
hia dismissal from her Majesty's service, not in 
consequence of hi* resignation, but through bis 
insubordination. If he left with the reeling 
that he had gained hia point by getting out of 
the sstvies, after the severe remarks of lite 
Duke of Cambridge, in which he was assured 
the whale of ths officers present concurred, he 
did not envy hint hi* feelings, and ho now de- 
sired him to leave the parade, as he was no 
longer an officer. Lieutenant Stundeis made 
no reply, and General Gaacoigne, turning to the 
officers, said ho would take that opportunity of 
thanking them, and their veteran Cnlonel von 
Heche, for the extreme willingness and good 
temper they had displayed in the performance of

than the British German Legion, and, notwith- 
standing the fears entertained by the townsfolk, 
on their arrival at Culchraler, they would, on 
their departure, carry with them the good will 
and opinion of the inhabitants.

Hirhingh in, Friday Night, October ITih. — 
Thin evening a highly influential meeting wis 
held in the Tuwn-ball in support of the Jlir- 
ntrngham Discharged Trimmera 1 Aid ^oceerj.

The Key. J. R Burt (hon. sec,*], toad a docu- 
ment, from which it appeared that one of the 
objects of the ansociati .m was *n find employ- 
ment fur meritorious di«chnrged prisoners, and 
give, if necessity, securities to employers 
against robberies which it might ha feared would 
be committed by prisoners to whom they thus 
benevolently gave employment, They had 
aselsted 21 priioners, lfi of whom nets doing 
well, and had found employment for 13. 

Tha Recorder of Birmingham, in moving the 
first resolution, said that all who had listened to 
the able report which had just been read must 
have been struck with the m.gnitude of the 
want the Prisoners' Aid Society was intended to 
supply. He congratulated them that at last the 
true way for the repreiaion of crime was fonntl. 
The queetion wis no lets than thia — Shall tha 
pain which the priaoner has suffered «vithin the 
walls of the prison— shall the habits of indottry 
he there acquire* — shall the counsels and ex- 
hortations of the worthy nhspiain yield no 
fruit f Sbnll the prisoner be thrual forth horns- 
less and friendless to Bght hia way back to hia 
lost position in society against a host of disad- 
vantages f I think three par cent, nt Least of 
those who have bran convicted fall again 
into crime. What ia to ba done * He (the 
Recorder) was not surprised that the manufac- 
turers of this town had expressed their aston- 
ishment that no such aociely at that had been 
before established. Seventeen years ago, when 
he began bis recorderihip, he followed the ex- 
ample of the worthy magislratea of the 
Warwickshire session*. in delivering up 
to relatives or friend* young prisoners 
whom he believed to be recteimible. 
Theae eaaea amount to 483, only T8 of them 
have been known again to appear at the bar of a 
court of justice. Many tiaua h* (the Recorder) 
had been thanked by ths prosecutor fjr being 
sllowsd to take back the prisoner t i hi* home. 
Ha (the Recorder) knew therefore hs should not 
appeal in vain. It waa well known that the 
moment of departure from the doori of the cell 
was the mjet dangerous eriaia in the p 
lira.- It is then that the friendly hand al . _ 
stretched forth. The masting had heard that 
the tempter, the receiver of stolen goods, hit old 
companions in crime, await him at the gate* of 
his prison, and lead him hack into guilt. He 
(the Recorder) earnestly invited those present to 
displace that wretched population— to meet 
the prisoner on hi* release— to give 
to tha poor outaaet a friendly counts, 
niece. Let him feel that while he bu to 
encounter the frowr.s of the world there wil] 
be at least one feliow-being to watch over him 
who will encourage him in every good aspiration, 
will wain him against the temptations with 
which ha is surrounded, rejoice if he s>,ould es- 
cap* them, and mourn with unaffected sorrow 
should he again fall into crime. He addressed 
himself to the artisans of Birmingham. They 
knew the temptations to which Ihe discharged 
convict waa exposed. One in particular there 
wa* which besets his path, thick set with set] no- 
tiona.
